- CORRESPONDENCE SOLICITED 
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JOINT COMMITTEE APPROVES 
SPECIFICATIONS FOR PAPER 


Bids Will Be Opened on January 21 and Awards Will Be 
Announced One Week Later—In Order to Conserve Paper 
Making Materials During the War the Public Printer Is 
Recommended to Require the Use of the Lightest-Weight 
and Lowest-Grade Paper Possible in the Execution of the 
Public Printing and Binding—War Has Caused Great 
Increase in the Paper Used by Government. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] 

WasHIncTon, D. C., December 17, 1917.—The Congressional 
Joint Committee on Printing at its meeting on Saturday ap- 
proved the paper schedule which had been prepared by the 
specifications committee, of which F. T. Veitch, of the paper 
laboratory of the Bureau of Chemistry, is chairman. The 
schedule is for paper for use of the Government Printing Office 
from March 1, 1918, to February 28, 1919. 


Bids to Be Opened January 21 


As announced in last week’s issue of the Paper TRADE JOURNAL 
as the probable date for opening the bids, January 21 was set as 
the definite date and awards will be announced one week later. 

Most of the changes which have been made in the schedule 
over last year’s schedule have been pointed out during the 
meetings of the specifications committee from time to time in 
the PAPER TRADE JouRNAL. In connection with the report of the 
specifications committee, however, taking up the question of the 
reduction in the weight of papers, the trade will be interested 
in the following: 

“The specifications for ordinary writing paper, machine-dried, 
have been modified to make them harmonize with paper of this 
kind now on the market. These modifications and reductions 
in weight are estimated to save the Government at least $320,- 
000 in cost of paper alone, and nearly 2,000,000 pounds of paper 
will be released for other users. 

“In order to conserve paper making material during the war, 
recommendation is made that the Joint Committee on Printing 
request the Public Printer to exercise, to the fullest extent, his 
authority under section 51 of the Printing Act, approved Janu- 
ary 12, 1895, to require the use of the lightest-weight and low- 
est-grade paper possible in the execution of the public printing.” 


Name of Federal Commission Inserted 


Under Section 13 of the instructions the committee has in- 
serted the words “as determined by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission,” so that that section now reads: 

No. 13. The subjoined schedule specifies the quantity, as 
nearly as can be estimated, and the quality of each kind of paper 
required, but the contractor must furnish the quantity which 
may be needed, whether more or less than the estimate. When- 
ever the fair and reasonable market price, as determined by the 
Federal Trade Commission, for any paper proposed for herein 
varies 20 per cent. or more above or below the accepted pro- 
posal price, each party to the contract reserves the right to 
annul said contract, without claim of loss or damage resulting 
from such action, and such annulment shall become effective 
after fifteen days’ notice in writing thereof, and then only at the 
expiration of either three months, six months or nine months 
from March 1, 1918; and the Government furthermore reserves 
the right, after annulment or notice thereof, to proceed to con- 
tract for and purchase such of the paper provided for in said 
contract had been made therefor. In even of such annulment 
during the remainder of the contract year the same as if no 
contract had been made therefor. In event of such annulment, 


the contractor will not be considered in default of his con 
tract nor will he be proceeded against by the Government as 
if he were a defaulting contractor. The contractor will be re- 
quired to furnish such quantities of paper as may be needed 
for the public printing and binding, whether the orders of the 
Public Printer are more or less than the estimates stated 
herein, up to the time his ¢ontract shall have been annulled or 
the contract year shall have expired. The stated quantities 
are, however, the quantities that will be required for the 
public printing and binding during the entire contract year as 
near as may be estimated. The Public Printer will not under 
take to purchase, during the period a contract may be in force, 
quantities of paper in excess of the amount required for the 
public printing and binding during such period. 

Another matter of interest at this time is the following pro- 
viso under the white news print item calling for 1,500,000 
pounds: 

The bidder for Lot No. 1, white news print, further proposes 
and agrees to furnish such paper for the remainder of his con- 
tract period after April 1, 1918, at such price or prices as shall 
be determined and fixed by the Federal Trade Commission, 
under the agreement with the Attorney General of the United 
States of November 26, 1917, and approved by the Joint Com- 
mittee on Printing, in lieu of the price above proposed and 
without regard to the 20 per cent. provision contained in para- 
graph No. 13 of the foregoing instructions. 


Statement by Committee 

At the conclusion of the meeting the Joint Committee gave 
out the following statement: 

Sixty-five million pounds of paper will be required for Gov- 
ernment printing in the year beginning March 1, 1918, accord- 
ing to estimates submitted by the Public Printer today to the 
Joint Committee on Printing. This estimate is about 60 per 
cent. of the quantity of paper which the Government Printing 
Office will use during the present year, the extraordinary de- 
mands for printing due to the war having already necessitated 
an expenditure of $2,200,000 for the first five months of this 
fiscal year.. It is expected, therefore, that the total amount of 
paper which the Public Printer will have to buy for the present 
fiscal year will 100,000,000 
$4,000,000.

Vast Increase in Government Printing 


Some idea of the vast increase in Government printing, due to 
the war, may be had from the fact that in normal years the 
Public Printer has required only about 28,000,000 pounds of all 
classes of paper, while for the coming year his estimate for 
book paper alone exceeds this total. The War Department 
itself has estimated that it will require $3,000,000 the coming 
year for printing, which is ten times the amount it ordinarily 
expends for that purpose in peace times. 


Materially Reduce the Weight of Paper 


In order to effect a substantial economy in the use of this 
immense quantity of paper, the Joint Committee on Printing 
today adopted standards which materially reduce the weight of 
the more important classes of paper. This action was taken 
on the recommendation of the committee on specifications, con- 
sisting of Government paper experts, who estimate that the 
proposed reduction in weight will save the Government at least 
$320,000 in the cost of paper alone and reduce the total quantity 
required by nearly 2,000,000 pounds, which will thereby be 
available for other users of paper. Adding to this the even 
greater saving that will be possible for the Post Office Depart- 
ment to effect in the handling of the reduced weight of franked 
matter, the total economy proposed will amount to more than 
$600,000 for the coming year. 

The Joint Committee on Printing itself has already taken the 
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initiative in the use of lighter weight papers by having the 
Congressional Record and Congressional documents printed 
upon 35 instead of 40-pound book paper. Including the estimated 
saving to the Post Office Department in the handling of the 
reduced weight of franked Congressional matter this has al- 
ready effected an economy of about $200,000 for the year. 

In view of the higher costs of paper and the especially great 
need for conserving all paper making material, the Joint Com- 
mittee has requested the Public Printer to exercise to the full- 
est extent his authority under the printing law to require the 
use of the lightest-weight and lowest-grade paper possible in 
he execution of the public printing and binding. At its meeting 

day the members of the committee expressed the hope that 
ll the departments of the Government would heartily co- 
perate with the Public Printer in his efforts to effect a further 
saving in the use of paper by the Government. 


What the Schedule Calls For 


In addition to adopting the standards of paper for the com- 
ing year, the Joint Committee on Printing decided to open bids 
yr such paper on January 21 in its room at the Capitol, and 
the Public Printer was directed to advertise for proposals in 
accordance with the schedule approved by the committee. 
‘The schedule, as before stated, calls for approximately 65,000,- 
000 pounds of various classes of paper, including among the 
principal items 25,000,000 pounds of machine-finished ‘printing 
paper, 4,350,000 pounds supercalendered printing paper, 1,500,- 
000 pounds news print paper, 725,000 pounds coated book paper, 
15,500,000 pounds writing paper, 5,400,000 pounds bond paper, 
2,100,000 pounds ledger paper, 650,000 pounds map paper, 450,- 
000 pounds safety writing paper, 1,150,000 pounds manila paper, 
2,500,000 pounds bristol board, 1,600,000 pounds binder’s board 
and numerous minor lots. 


Option of Annulling Contracts 


The proposal form adopted by the committee provides that 
whenever the fair and reasonable market price, as determined 
by the Federal Trade Commission, for paper contracted for 
varies 20 per cent or more above or below the accepted price 
either the Government or the contractor may have the option 
of annulling the contract at the expiration of either three, six 
or nine months. This innovation was adopted by the committee 
last year and has since been included in other Government con- 
It is believed to be fair both to the Government and 
the contractor, in view of the great fluctuations that have oc- 
curred from time to time in the cost of manufacture due to the 


tracts, 


war. 

The Joint Committee also gave recognition to the recent 
agreement entered into by the Attorney-General with the news 
print manufacturers to the effect that the price for news print 
should be fixed by the Federal Trade Commission. The com- 
mittee’s schedule provides, in accordance with this agreement, 
that the price of news print to be furnished the Government 
Printing Office after April 1 shall be the same as that fixed upon 
by the Federal Trade Commission for the newspaper pub- 
lishers of the country. 


Hope to Get Paper on Annual Contracts 


During the past year the Public Printer, under direction of the 
Joint Committee, has purchased by far the greater bulk of his 
paper in the open market, as the committee declined to award 
contracts on the basis of bids submitted to it last January. 
This has resulted in a saving of approximately $500,000 in the 
price that the paper would have cost the Government had it 
been purchased on the basis of the low bids made at that time. 
The committee hopes, however, that it will be able to obtain 
sufficiently reasonable bids for the coming year so that it may 
award annual contracts as usual, for it is somewhat of a hard- 
ship to the Government and uncertainty to the manufacturers 
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to continue the vast quantities of open market purchases. 
These open market purchases have, however, all been made 
after competitive bidding, and the paper furnished has beer 
inspected and tested in the same manner as that bought under 
annual contracts. 


Members of Specification Committee 


The members of the Paper Specification Committee, whose 
report was adopted by the Joint Committee on Printing at its 
meeting today, are as follows: F. P. Veitch, chemist in charge, 
Leather and Paper Laboratory, Bureau of Chemistry, Depart 
ment of Agriculture; F. C. Clark, in charge paper laboratory, 
Bureau of Standards, Department of Commerce; Daniel V. 
Chisholm, Deputy Public Printer, Government Printing Office; 
Edward S. Moores, purchasing agent, Government Printing 
Office; George H. Carter, clerk, Joint Committee on Printing, 
and Herbert K. MacGeary, inspector of paper and material, 
Joint Committee on Printing. 


Government May Stop Niagara Falls Mills 


One of the most important events in the paper industry for 
many a decade is the rumored stopping by the Government of 
Niagara Falls mills. 

From trustworthy sources the Paper TRADE JouRNAL has se- 
cured the information that the Government has considered stop- 
ping paper mills at Niagara Falls, N. Y., in order to utilize the 
power ordinarily used by these mills for Government purposes. 
The mills are those of the Cliff Paper Company, the Pettebone- 
Cataract Paper Company and the mill of the International 
Paper Company at that place. In all nine machines are affected. 
The Cliff Paper Company has two machines, the Pettebone- 
Cataract one and the Niagara mill of the International com- 
pany six. If the plan is carried out it means that 225 tons of news 
print will be taken from the market daily. 

It is believed that this is the first instance of such procedure by 
the Government, although rumors have been circulated to the effect 
that the Government was conducting an extensive investigation to 
determine which papers might be classed as essential and non- 
essential in order to shut down the machines used on the so-called 
“non-essentials” toward the conservation of power and coal. 

Paper in general has been placed in the fourth or last class 
of essentials on Judge Lovett’s Priority Board list. It has been 
also hinted that book paper mills may be asked to shut down one 
day a week to conserve fuel. 


Crescent Paper Company Changes 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., December 17, 1917—The Crescent Paper 
Company, of Indianapolis, since the death last summer of its 
James L. Floyd, has undergone several noteworthy 
changes in the reorganization of its various departments. Mr. 
Floyd’s death, it will be recalled, followed an operation at St. 
Vincent’s Hospital in Indianapolis. His brother, Frank E. Floyd, 
now becomes general manager of the company and heads the mill 
end of its large business. Fred F. Fox, who has long been in 
the employ of the Crescent Paper Company, now becomes sales 
manager of its printer’s stock department, and William J. King, as- 
sociated for many years with the company, now fills the responsible 
position of sales manager of the wrapping paper department. 
These three men will control the selling policy of the Crescent 
Paper Company. Several salesmen have recently been added to 
their already large staff. Mortimer V. Wiggins still retains the 
office of president.

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STATE ENACTMENT OF SMITH 
BILL WILL RENDER BENEFIT 


So Trade Commission Writes in Letter to Senator Kellogg— 
Recent Agreement Gives No Control Over Distribution 
of News Print Paper or Over Price and Distribution of 
Chemical and Mechanical Wood Pulp—Should Shortage 
In These Items Occur Commission Could Not Prevent 
Suspension By Publishers—Should Conditions Improve 
Law Need Not Be Invoked. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasuHiIncTon, D. C., December 17, 1917——The Federal Trade 
Commission has sent the following interesting letter to Senator 
Kellogg, of Minnesotta, as to the advisability of passing the Smith 
resolution. The Commission’s attitude on this question may be 
a surprise to some and bears out the rumors which have been 
current here for some weeks. The letter is as follows: 

“The Commission has your inquiry regarding the present status 
of the print paper matter. 

“In connection with our investigation of the news print industry 
we obtained certain records, tending to show violation of the Sher- 
man Law, which were turned over to the Department of Justice in 
January, 1917. Largely on the basis of this evidence the Depart- 
ment of Justice secured indictments against a number of news 
print manufacturers in April, 1917. The case came to trial in 
November, and after the jury had been drawn a settlement was 
reached. The indicted manufacturers entered a plea of nolle con- 
tendere and signed an agreement with the Attorney General pro- 
viding, among other things, that the price of their standard news 
print would be $3.00 per hundred pounds f. o. b. mill for rolls in 
car load lots from January 1 to April 1, 1918, after which date the 
price on all grades of news print should be determined by the 
Federal Trade Commission for the continuance of the war. 


Gives Control Over News Print Prices 

“This agreement will give the Commission control over the news 
print paper prices of three manufacturers in the United States and 
six or seven in Canada who have signed it. The agreement gives 
the Commission no control over the distribution of news print 
paper, or over the price and distribution of chemical and mechani- 
cal wood pulp from which the paper is made. If as a result of 
abnormal conditions a severe shortage should occur, the Com- 
mission would be unable to prevent those publishers who were not 
protected by contracts from suspending publication. If on the 
other hand the production keeps pace with consumption, the powers 
conferred upon the Commission by the agreement will be sufficient 
to accomplish much good. 

“It may be that your inquiry is moved by the pending Smith bilt 
which was reported favorably by the Committee on Printing. The 
Commission feels that the enactment of this bill will be of great 
benefit. Should conditions improve and become tolerable the law 
need not be invoked. Should they become intolerable on the other 
hand, it will be well to have the law ready to hand. If the law 
is enacted that very fact will tend to make its invocation unneces- 
sary.” 

News Print Hearings to Be Public 

Announcement has been made by the Federal Trade Commission 
that the news print hearings to begin January 7 will be open to 
manufacturers, jobbers, and consumers. It is expected that the 
hearings, to begin on the date mentioned, will last for from a week 
tc ten days. The hearings will be before the whole Commission 
and Commissioner Colver will be in charge. 

As already stated in the PAPer TRADE JouRNAL the hearings will 
be to discuss the general principles underlying methods for arriv- 


ing at “just and reasonable” profits, depreciation, methods for com- 
puting wood pulp costs, how water-power should be treated in’ cost 
accounting, etc. These subjects will be considered in connection 
with the schedule which is to be sent out by the Commission and 
en which the manufacturers will furnish their cost of production 


Still Urging Smith Resolution 


There is still talk here of pushing the Smith resolution through 
the Senate at this session of Congress. It is understood here that 
a number of publishers are favoring the passage of this resolution 
in addition to the settlement of the news print case in the New 
York courts. 

The suggestion has also been made that an amendment be at- 
tached to the resolution appointing a paper dictator to have charge 
ef price fixing and distribution. So far there has been no very 
active lobbying here on the part of publishers urging the passage 
of the resolution but the publishers are being urged to support it 
by the Editor and Publisher, the newspaper publishers’ trade paper. 


Smith Resolution to Be Called Up for Action 


Senator Smith, of Arizona, who introduced the paper resolu- 
tion of such interest to the trade on Friday of last week, gave 
notice on the floor of the Senate that at the conclusion of the 
present business, now before the Chamber, he would call up his 
resolution for action. Inasmuch as the House on Saturday passed 
a resolution calling for the Christmas recess, beginning tomorrow, 
it is not probable that the resolution will be discussed until after 
the Christmas recess, at which time, if the Senator persists in his 
intentions, the resolution will come up for action.

Business in All Lines with the Exception of News Print Is Slack 
and Is Expected to Continue So for Two or Three Months 
—All Conditions, However, Point to a Stringency, with 
the Transportation Daily Becoming More Serious—Situa- 
tion in the Book Paper Field Is Difficult to Ascertain— 
Canadian Publishers Are Prosperous—Toronto Paper 


Manufacturing Co. Declares 3 Per Cent. Dividend. 


[ From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Toronto, Ont., December 15, 1917.—The week in the Canadian 
trade has been nearly featureless. Business is slack in all lines 
except news print and will probably continue so for two or 
three months. All conditions, however, point to stringency. 
Transportation is daily becoming more congested and costs in 
all lines of manufacture are rising steadily, while the labor sup- 
ply is none too certain. There has been a drop of one-half cent 
in coated papers, but book papers are still being held at pre- 
vailing levels. A new price list on envelopes is expected about 
the first of the year, which will show a further reduction in 
quotations. All other lines are unchanged. 


The Book Paper Situation 

Just what the situation is in the book paper field it is difficult 
to ascertain. and. manufacturers to be at 
loggerheads and unable to come together to effect an agree- 
ment that would do away with the necessity for continuing the 
investigation. Manufacturers have offered special concessions 
to the publishers and have endeavored, within reason, to meet 
their wishes, but apparently they have not gone far enough to 
suit the latter, and the cry for the inquiry continues. It is 
unlikely, of course, that anything can be done in the direction 
of further hearings by Commissioner Pringle until after the 
news print situation is cleared up, and that may not be until 
well on in the new year. Meantime, manufacturers say they 
wouldn’t mind having a fixed price for book paper, but they 
rather think the large consumers would not care to see small 


Publishers seem 


consumers getting their paper supply at as low a figure as 
themselves. 

Statistics covering prices paid and consumption of paper by 
individual members are being collected by the trade and class 
section of the Canadian Press Association. Figures are asked 
covering the price paid per pound for each grade of paper and 
the total amounts of paper bills for 1914-1916 and the first six 
months of 1917. Each member is asked to give the maximum 
and minimum prices paid in each year on half-tone news; M. 
F. book, Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4; S. C. book, Nos. 1, 2, 3, and 
coated book, Nos. 1, 2 and 3. Another statement calls for the 
tonnage of each grade of paper used during the same period 
and also showing the sources of supply on each particular line. 
Manufacturers point out in this connection that if the pub- 
lishers would only get together and agree to use identical lines 
of paper, great economies of production could be secured. 
Publishers insist, however, on having their own special makes 
and sizes. 

Publishers Enjoy Good Times 


Canadian news print manufacturers are exceptionally busy 
and the demand for their product was never stronger... The 
press of the country is enjoying great prosperity and the vol- 
ume of advertising carried is very little short of what it was at 
the high-water point before the war. Toronto newspapers have 
been carrying pages of political advertising, while general and 
local publicity of the ordinary commercial kind is exceptionally 
plentiful. It is believed, however, in publishing circles that the 


crest of the wave has been reached. Special advertising is te: 
minating with the close of the election campaign; nationa! 
advertisers are said to be about to reduce their contracts and 
retail advertising will soon begin to reflect the increasin, 
stringency of the cost of living. 

Printing offices, with the exception of those engaged in th 
publication of periodicals and the production of mail ord 
catalogues, are quiet. Other offices, however, are very busy an 
report difficulty in securing help, especially press feeders. T! 
latter, being for the most part young unmarried men, hay 
enlisted in large numbers, and now there is the added prospec 
of many being called out under the Military Service Ac: 
Periodical publications, like the newspapers, are enjoying heav 
advertising patronage at present and record numbers are being 
produced. 

News Item of the Week 

Directors of the Toronto Paper Manufacturing Compan 
have declared a half-yearly dividend of 3 per cent., with 
bonus of 2 per cent., payable on January 2. The company has 
recently completed a new storage building for housing raw stock 
at its Cornwall plant. The structure is three stories high and 
of reinforced concrete and brick. Excavation has also been 
started for an addition to the finishing room, construction on 
which will begin in the spring. 

At Espanola, Ont., the Spanish River Pulp & Paper Mills Com- 
pany has completed an addition to the ground wood building 
and is adding ten new grinders and several wet machines to the 
equipment. When installed the new machines will increase the 
output of mechanical pulp by nearly 50 per cent. The com 
pany has also built and opened a general store at Espanola for 
the convenience of employees. 

A. G. Pounsford, general manager of the Port Arthur Pulp & 
Paper Company, is in the city at present and reports that if 
further delays are not encountered the mill should be ready 
for operation in January or February. Everything is in readi- 
ness, except for the installation of the steam pipes. These have 
been on order in the United States, but they have twice been 
commandeered by the American Government. Mr. Pounsford 
hopes, however, that the pipe will be delivered very soon now, 
which will enable him to get the mill into running order with- 
out further loss of time. 


Taggart Bros. Co. Enlarge Big Plant 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 17, 1917—New machinery, placed 
in operation this morning at the plant of Taggart Brothers Com- 
pany in Morrison street, increases the output of the bag manu- 
facturing concern by a fourth of its present capacity. It is ex- 
pected that further developments of this company will very mate- 
rially expand the production again next spring. It also means the 
employment of a number of more workmen. 

Two of the latest design new rotary presses have just been in 
stalled in the new 60 by 120-foot two-story building at this plant, 
and bags are being turned out of each of these machines today at 
the rate of one each second. The new bag factory was built last 
year and the present machines have been added to the battery of 
old presses. One of these presses prints in six colors and the 
other in four colors. They have all the latest improvements and 
were manufactured by the C. B. Cottrell Sons Company, Westerly, 
mi. 

This concern is rapidly expanding. The installation of another 
six-color press in the newly acquired property across Black River 
on Newell street is now contemplated. This building is 60 by 140 
feet, four stories high, and will nicely take care of the increased 
output of stock. It will be refitted and equipped this winter, and 
next spring be ready for use. Additional water rights were ac- 
quired with this factory.

This Together With Shortage of Material and Electric Power 
Is Causing Growing Apprehension and Alarm—Report 
States That National Blank Book Co. Will Build Im- 


mediately on Its Recently Acquired Land, a Seven Story 
Structure to Take Care of Its Growing Business—Holyoke 


Paper Makers Contribute Liberally to Relief of the 
Sufferers in the Halifax Disaster. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 17, 1917.—The shortage of fuel 
and the difficulties in transportation with the resultant shortage 
of materials and electric power is causing many paper manu- 
facturers to look into the future with growing apprehension 
and alarm. That the situation is assuming serious proportions 
is certain from statements made by the manufacturers. Arthur 
C. Hastings, President of the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany, and owner of the Cliff Paper Company at Niagara Falls, 
informed the Paper TRADE JouRNAL’s representative that the 
government had notified the officials of the Cliff Paper Com- 
pany, that it may be necessary to discontinue the electric 
power that is now furnished the company. The Cliff Paper 
Company is operated by electric power and according to Mr. 
Hastings the government has notified the company and other 
mills at Niagara Falls, that this power is most needed for 
industries engaged in the manufacture of war materials. 

Reports coming from Fitchburg show that the New England 
Power Company, which operates the Connecticut River Power 
Company and the Connecticut River Transmission Company, 
and which furnished the electric power to many of the paper 
mills located in that part of the state, has appealed to the 
government for relief from the coal situation. The power 
company has not sufficient coal on hand to supply power for 
all the manufactories. As a result of this the New England 
Power Company has found it necessary to operate all auxiliary 
plants run by steam, and has notified the Falulah Paper Com- 
pany at Fitchburg, that it cannot be served electric power from 
4 to 6 o’clock afternoons. 

Also the growing shipping problems 
ness in the local paper industry to a considerable extent. 
The American Writing Paper Company, which is the largest 
user of raw materials, is severly handicapped in its production 
owing to the failure of materials to arrive with any regularity. 
The company has on the road 40 odd car loads of coal, which 
left the mines, September 1, and as yet none of these have 
arrived. ° 

The proposed two weeks’ shut down of all industries as a 
means of relief for railroad congestion, is stoutly opposed 
by local manufacturers on the grounds that it would work 
a hardship for both the manufacturers and the employees. The 
proposition originated in the middle west and it was suggested 
that the book paper manufacturers close down one day a week. 
It was later decided to urge a two weeks’ suspension com- 
mencing December 22. So far as is known the local paper 
manufacturers have not yet decided to take this step, but have 
reconciled themselves to the idea that this may happen eventu- 
ally. g 

The American Writing Paper Company has had no direct 
communication with the government concerning the proposed 
shut down, but that something of this nature will take place 
is not at all unlikely, according to officials of the company. 
President Hastings, of the company will go to Washington 
this week to look into the matter. Of course many of the

The report was given much credence because of the known 
lack of manufacturing space at the company, a condition which 
has prevailed for some time. The National Blank Book Com- 
pany enjoys a large Canadian trade, and this vear purchased 
a concern at Berthierville, Canada, which has taken some « 
the pressure away from the local plant. It remains a fact 
however, that if the company continues to in- 
crease as it has in the past few years, the company will find 
it necessary to make further expansion.

CAPITAL STOCK TO $500,000 


Concern Has Been One of the Most Enterprising in the Miami 
Valley and Capital Increase Is Understood to Be for the 
Additional Extension of Its Business—Manufacturers 


Throughout Ohio Are Greatly Concerned About Coal 
Shortage, Which Is About the Most Serious That They 
Have Ever Experienced—Mercantile Corporation Will 
Remember Its Help with Thrift Stamps.

Dayton, Ohio, December 17, 1917—The G. H. Mead Com- 
pany, of this city, has increased its capital from $100,000 to 
$500,000 for the extension of the business, it is understood. The 
company has been one of the most aggressive of its kind in the 
valley. It was incorporated January 3, 1910, with a capital of 
$100,000, and has steadily progressed under the leadership of 
George H. Mead, who is nationally known in the trade. He is 
the president and general manager of the Mead Pulp & Paper 
Company and has been prominently identified with a large 
Canadian paper mill enterprise. H.C. Conway is the secretary 
of the G. H. Mead Company and H. S. Mead the treasurer. 
The company has offices in.the City National Bank building, 
occupying extensive quarters on the eighth floor, and has been 
transacting a large paper business. Mr. Mead is the son-in-law 
of Col. H. E. Talbott, the vice-president of the Mead Pulp & 
Paper Company, of this city and Chillicothe, who is largely 
interested in a number of local industrial concerns. 


Big Coal Shortage in Miami Valley 


At no time in the history of Dayton and Miami Valley indus- 
tries have they struggled against greater odds in the matter of 
securing coal to keep their plants running than at present. 
When coal was diverted to domestic consumers this week, as a 
matter of necessity to keep families from freezing, the various 
establishments found their supplies suddenly cut off. Some of 
the concerns had voluntarily given of their supplies to accom- 
modate public institutions in the belief that coal shipments 
would continue, but F. C. Baird, of the National Fuel Admin- 
istration, was bombarded with demands to such an éxtent that 
he changed his plans. He was in charge of the Lake pool and 
had been sending coal to the Great Lakes for shipment to the 
northwest. He also represented the operators in this move. 
An effort is now being made, however, to send shipments to 
industries not only in the Miami Valley, but to Cincinnati, 
Cleveland and Detroit. Forty thousand men were out of em- 
ployment in Cleveland last Saturday as the result of the coal 
shortage, and but for immediate relief the entire city would 
have been at the mercy of the Storm King. 

In this city many plants were closed Saturday and today, but 
arrangements are under way whereby it is hoped this suspen- 
sion will be short lived. Not only Dayton, with its thousand 
factories, but Hamilton, Middletown, Lockland, Franklin, 
Piqua, Urbana and other mill centers were threatened.

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ELECTION UNSETTLES THE 
PAPER TRADE OF CANADA 


Business Is, However, Expected Now to Receive a Great Im- 
petus—News Print Manufacturers Are Confidently Look- 
ing Forward to a Rate for Paper Similar to That in the 
United States—Belgo-Canadian Pulp & Paper Co., of 
Shawinigan Falls, May Erect a 100-Ton Ground Wood 
Mill at Three Rivers—Quebec Profits by Great Advance 
in Lumber Values—Riordon Co. Elects Directors. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

MontTrEAL, Que., December 17, 1917——The pulp and paper in- 
dustry, alike with every other industry in the country, has for 
some time past been feeling the unsettling effects of the general 
election campaign, with all the doubts involved as to tariffs, price 
regulation and effect on general business conditions which a change 
of government might bring about. Today the general elections 
are being held in Canada—the most momentous and most bitterly 
fought elections in thc history of the country. Whichever party 
is returned, the elections will solve many outstanding domestic 
issues, as well as the all-absorbing question as to how Canada’s 
war work is to be continued. It is expected that a much more 
settled feeling will be apparent in business circles after the elec- 
tion, and that business generally will receive a great impetus. 
For one thing, news print manufacturers here are confidently look- 
ing forward to the vexed question of the price of news print 
being settled, and a rate similar to that now prevailing in the 
United States is expected to be fixed. 


Big Power Development 


The Shawinigan Water & Power Company, which is responsible 
for the huge power development at Shawinigan Falls, is reported 
to have sold $4,500,000 two-year 6 per cent. convertible notes to 
a syndicate of American bankers. This new capital is necessary 
because of the large developments under way in connection with 
the great dam on the St. Maurice River which the company is 
constructing for the Government, and in connection with the 
utilization of the increased water power which will come from the 
use of that dam, now approaching completion. 


Belgo-Canadian’s Plans 


With reference to the recent statements that the Belgo-Canadian 
Pulp & Paper Company, of Shawinigan Falls, was contemplating 
enlargements to its plant, your correspondent is informed that 
what will possibly be done will be to erect a 100-ton ground wood 
mill at Three Rivers. Last year the company bought a lumber 
mill at Three Rivers, it being stated that this would be used for 
sawing up logs which escaped down the river from the company’s 
booms. If the mill is erected, it will be in connection with this 
sawmill. Three Rivers. is 21 miles from the company’s plant at 
Shawinigan, on the same river. 


Quebec’s Timber Profits 


How the people of Quebec province are benefiting from the 
world-wide advance of lumber values is shown by a comparison 
of timber sales conducted by the Quebec government last month 
and those held 14 years ago. In 1900 the average price received 
by the public treasury for timber berths was $111 a square mile. 
In the following year it was $138 a square mile. In September, 
1917, the bids averaged $440 a square mile, one substantia] tract 
going for $1,000 a square mile. This enormous advance does not 
represent a speculative value, because the purchasers were indus- 
trial companies intending to turn the forest growth to more or 
less immediate account. Quebec province taxpayers owe to their 
forests their freedom from direct taxation. Last year no less a 
sum than $1,683,000 was taken by the Quebec Government as 


forest revenue, and this paid a great part of public administration, 
road construction, public buildings, etc. The year before Confed- 
eration, Quebec took from the lumber industry a net total of 
$294,000. In 1866 this had risen to $630,000, and by 1905 was 
$1,280,000. 

What Causes Tree Growth? 

An interesting question has been raised by Dr. C. D. Howe, 
of the University of Toronto, who has been making investiva- 
tions on cut-over lands in the province of Quebec. The question 
is this—Does shade from other trees assist or retard the growth 
of spruce or balsam? He declares that no accurate data exis 
on this point, and he adds that personally he thinks the im; 
tance of light as a determining factor in the forest has been ver, 
much -over-estimated by foresters. “We have accepted it as ; 
kind of tradition from our fathers,” he says, “as we accept ot! 
traditions, without thinking very much about it and without su 
jecting it to experimental proof.” He makes this statement after 
disctissing at* letigtht the moot” quéstiom as to whether youn 
growth of spruce and other trees of like character can be 
creased by cutting out the crown cover and letting in the light, 
or whether growth is faster where there is a lighter cut whic! 
disturbs natural conditions as little as possible. 


Waste of Canadian Forests 


Ellwood Wilson, chief forester of the Laurentide Company, of 
Grand Mere, Que., in an address before the Montreal Board of 
Trade last week, stated that Canada was cutting and burning at 
present more than the annual growth in our forests in every 
province except British Columbia. Oak, he said, has practically 
disappeared from our markets. White pine is rapidly following 
and spruce will be the next to go. The question of reforestation 
was a large and pressing one and should be faced at the earliest 
possible moment. Our most successful wood-using industry had 
a reforestation policy in force and was increasing its plantations 
from year to year. Instead of having to drive wood from 150 to 
200 miles, it could be grown within five to 30 miles of the mills 
Instead of cutting on the average, say, six cords to the acre, 
plantations should yield from 40 to 70 cords, depending on the 
age of the trees. Many concerns were carrying limits on their 
books which were practically valueless. The owner of such lands 
should replant each year the amount that he cuts, just as he would 
replace worn-out machinery. 


New Directors of the Riordon Co. 

Three directors have been added to the board of the 
Riordon Pulp & Paper Company, namely, Thomas -E, Warren, 
manager of the Ticonderoga Pulp & Paper Company, now con- 
trolled by the Riordon company, in place of the late F. W. Avery, 
of Ottawa; C. B. Thorne, manager of the Hawkesbury mill; and 
F. B. Whittet, secretary-treasurer of the company. The latter two 
appointments mean the increase of the board from seven to nine

Navigation Closed 

The navigation of the St. Lawrence ship channel has now 
closed for the season. It had been hoped to continue navigation 
a little later than usual if possible, but as a matter of fact it has 
closed for river craft some two weeks earlier than usual, owing 
to the remarkably severe weather of the past months, which has 
frozen up the canals, and covered the harbor with ice. As far as 
the trade was concerned, this severe weather brought the ship- 
ment of pulp and pulpwood to a sharp stop, and the industry will 
now have to rely on the congested railways till next spring. The 
Riordons during the past season have made the experiment of 
shipping pulp out to New York points by way of barges from 
Montreal and down the waterway to New York, running via the 
Richelieu River and Lake Champlain. The experiment has worked 
out well,-and the opinion is-expressed that this canal route, from 
Montreal to New York and vice versa, ought to be made much 
more use of than at present.

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COAL SHORTAGE AND COLD 
CAUSE WORRY IN MICHIGAN 


Not as Yet Necessary for Any Paper and Pulp Mills to Shut 
Down—Numerous Large Consumers of Paper Are, How- 
ever, Seriously Menaced by the Unusual Situation That 
Obtains at the Present Time—B. C. Dickinson, President 
of the Standard Paper Co. and Chairman of the Kalama- 
zoo County Fuel Commission, Hopes to Bring Relief— 
Bryant Paper Co. Sinks Artesian Wells. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLtaMAzoo, Mich. December 17, 1917.—Zero weather, un- 
precedented in Michigan at this time of the winter, coupled with 
the shortage of coal, promises to hit the industries of the state a 
crushing blow unless unexpected relief comes immediately, The 
Consumers’ Power Company, controlling over 100,000 horse water 
power and with immense steam plants in Kalamazoo, Grand 
Rapids, Battle Creek, Jackson, Flint, Muskegon, Saginaw and 
Bay City and furnishing power to hundreds of factories in these 
and other municipalities, announces that it must suspend opera- 
tions. After weeks of fruitless effort to secure an adequate sup- 
ply of fuel, the company finds itself out of coal, while the extreme 
cold has frozen the waters of the Manistee, Au Sable and Muske- 
gon rivers to such a depth that its water power plants have been 
put out of commission. 

Paper mills proper of Michigan will not be affected by this 
state of affairs, as every mill operates independently on its own 
power, but a large number of paper consumers, box factories, 
stationery companies and kindred concerns will be forced to shut 
down, thus throwing thousands out of employment. 

The company’s steam plant in Kalamazoo alone requires 100 
tons of coal daily for successful operation. This amount is wholly 
lacking at present. 


Welfare Work at Bryant Paper Co. 


“It is quite the most interesting work I have ever undertaken,” 
said Mrs. Jane Shaw, who is in charge of the women’s welfare 
department at the Bryant Paper company and has fully 500 women 
and girls under her direct care. “Given the hearty support of 
every official and head of department in the big plant I expect 
to succeed in my efforts to bring about certain betterments 
that are always valuable in the daily activities of any great 
industrial concern.” 

Mrs. Shaw was for years one of the most active workers in 
the Charities organization of this city and was engaged by 
Frank H. Milham, president of the Bryant Paper company, 
to carry on an active propaganda for general uplift among 
his women employees. Mrs. Shaw has been at her new work 
for three months and is a busy woman. 

Social distinctions are very common among paper mill 
workers. This attitude frequently reaches a stage where it is 
detrimental to the interests of employees and company alike. 
Mrs. Shaw is gradually bridging these social chasms and 
getting the workers in the various departments on a basis of 
social equality. One move has been the organization of a big 
sewing and knitting club that meets regularly and works for 
the army and navy. Various social activities have been 
successfully promoted, both inside and outside the big plant. 

Mrs. Shaw’s duties call on her to hear complaints regarding 
conditions in the plant. Many of the grievances are purely 
imaginary and are easily adjusted by a little careful study 
and explanation. Many betterments have been recommended 
and carried out. “Mr. Milham has never refused a reasonable 
request,” said Mrs. Shaw. “I have always found him open to 


suggestions and anxious to do everything in his power to 
elevate the moral, social and financial welfare of his em- 
ployees.” 

The Bryant Paper company is at present fitting out a com- 
plete office for Mrs. Shaw, where she will be able to keep a 
complete file of her investigations and can prepare any re- 
ports for the heads of departments to see. In her daily rounds 
she visits each department of the big industry at least once. 
often-times two or three times a day. Future developments of 
her work will be watched with interest. It is understood other 
paper mills in the Kalamazoo valley district are considering 
the advisability of adopting the plan in vogue at the Bryant. 

The woman’s welfare work is entirely separate from and in 
addition to the Human Relation association of the Bryant 
Paper company. This organization, formed last Winter, con- 
tains over 1,000 members and is open ta workers of both 


sexes. Regular meetings are held and it is proving a great 
success. 


Hopes to Bring Coal Relief 


B. C. Dickinson, president of the Standard Paper Company, is 
chairman of the Kalamazoo county fuel commission. He is now 
in constant communication with W. K. Prudden, state chairman, 


and hopes to be able to bring relief to the dangerous situation 
locally. 


“Coal is coming into Kalamazoo, but it is designed for private 
consumption and will not affect the threatened industrial shut- 
down,” said Mr. Dickinson. “In lieu of the condition we are 
urging individual help and co-operation wherever possible. We 
are asking the people to save every pound of coal that is possible 
They are requested to burn no lights not absolutely needed and 
to use as little fuel for cooking and heating as possible.” 

In connection with this state of affairs it can be stated that the 
paper mills of the Kalamazoo River valley district have coal in 
limited quantities. Nearly every mill reports enough on hand 
to run a few days, with small supplies coming in rather regularly. 
The only report to the contrary is from the Kalamazoo Paper 
Company. That company has been running short for the past 
week, but looks for relief in the immediate future. None of the 
mills ate crowded with orders and are able to report only a fair 
amount of business on hand. 


Bryant Paper Co. Sinks Artesian Wells 

The Bryant Paper Company, now engaged in sinking seven 
artesian wells to secure an adequate supply of pure water for its 
immense plant, reports that the two wells near’ the Superior di- 
vision are about ready to be coupled up and will soon be in opera- 
tion. A system of air pressure is used to pump the water into a 
large reservoir, and from there it is distributed throughout the 
mills by means of centrifugal pumps.

PuiLapeLpHiA, December 17, 1917.—William S. Rogers, of 
‘Trenton, N. J., treasurer of the Scott Paper company, of this 
city, and of the Chester Paper company, of Chester, Pa., died 
suddenly last Friday morning while on a train near Bristol, Pa., 
which was bringing him to the office of his company in this 
city. Mr. Rogers was one of the most widely known paper men 
in the east. His death was due to heart trouble. Mr. Rogers 
was a graduate of Princeton University in the class of 1894 and 
was a member of the Princeton Club, the Harvard Club and the 
Ivy Club, of Princeton University. He was also an elder of the 
First Presbyterian church, of Trenton, president of the Men’s 
Bible Club and took an active part in Y. M. C. A. war work and 
civil affairs in his home city. 


Zenas Crane 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoxe, Mass., December 17, 1917.—The local paper trade 
was shocked today at the news of the death of one of the most 
successful, most prominent and wealthiest paper manufacturers 
in the Connecticut Valley, if not in the whole country. This time 
death claimed one of Massachusetts’ most beloved men. He is 
Zenas Crane, 77 years old, one of the veteran paper mill founders 
of the “Berkshires.” Death came at his home in Dalton, follow- 
ing a lingering period of ill health. 

Mr. Crane, known as a millionaire paper manufacturer, was 
also one of the most generous philanthropists in western Massa- 
chusetts. He was directly responsible for countless public im- 
provements in Dalton, a town that has been built up entirely by 
the Cranes. It is the Crane mills that supply the United States 
Government with the paper from which paper money is made, 
these mills having enjoyed this distinction for many years. 

The deceased was a former member of Governor Robinson’s 
council, and at one time was the leading financier in Pittsfield, 
another paper making centre, that has broadened and grown 
under the Crane influence. He was director of every banking 
institution and practically every large corporation and was also 
a director of the Boston and Albany Railroad. It was only a 
few years ago that he turned over his banking connections to 
his son, Zenas Marshall Crane, of Dalton, who is one of the 
leading officials of the Z. & W. M. Crane, Crane and Company 
and the Old Berkshire Mills Company, all large paper manu- 
facturing establishments at Dalton. 

Mr. Crane was born in Dalton, December 6, 1840, the eldest 
son of Zenas Marshall Crane. In 1865 he entered the employ of 
the Bay State paper mills at Dalton, where he served his ap- 
prenticeship and made a thorough study of the art of paper 
making. In the year 1872 he came under the title of paper 
manufacturer by buying out the firm he was working for, and 
became sole owner thereof. In 1887 he founded the Z. & W. M. 
Crane Company, and later, following the death of his father and 
uncle, James Brewer Crane, became with his cousin, Fred G. 
Crane of Dalton, an owner of the firm of Crane & Co.

Although always a strong Republican, he never mingled in 
politics. In 1885 he was made member of the Governor’s council, 
by request, and later served a term in the State legislature. | ‘ec 
refused to run for any higher offices, however, which were his fo 
his choosing, and that ended his political life. 

The other side of his life was devoted between his home ar 
his wife, who was formerly Miss Ellen J. Kittredge, his phila 
thropic undertakings and his immense paper making busine: 
As a giver to all public goods, he stood out from all other me: 
in the “Berkshires.” Among his many: achievements was the 
founding of the Pittsfield Museum of Natural History, the found 
ing of the Berkshire County Home for Aged Women, the Pitt: 
field Boys’ Club, and with the assistance of Fred G. Crane an 
Winthrop Murray Crane, he built the Young Men’s Christia 
Association building and the Congregational Church building at 
Dalton. He was also interested in many other public instit: 
tions. 

Winthrop Murray Crane, foremost politician of Massachusetts, 
a man that has hundreds of close friends and admirers in Wash 
ington and in this state, was his half-brother. Besides his hal/ 
brother he leaves a daughter, Mrs. Samuel Colt, of Pittsfield 
two sons, Charles Crane of London, and Zenas Marshall Cran 
of Dalton, and a sister, Miss Clara Crane of Dalton.

Musxecon, Mich., December 17, 1917—Employees insurance 
aggregating $36,000 was recently written by the Central Paper 
company of Muskegon on the lives of the 404 men now at 
work for that concern, one of the largest, if not the largest, 
insurance transactions ever in effect in Muskegon. Insurance 
for the employees of the plant ranges all the way from $300 
for the single man or woman who has been in the employ of 
the company three months or more, up to $1,300 for the 
married man who has been in the employ of the company for 
five years or more. For the employee who sticks there is a max- 
imum possibility of $2,000 insurance as well. 

Men who have already been in the employ of the company 
for five years were on December 1 insured for $1,300; this 
amount will be increased $100 annually until the $2,000 maxi- 
mum is reached. Men who have a family dependent on them, 
even though they have no wife, will be considered as married 
men and entitled to the same benefits. The insurance is with- 
out cost whatever to the employee.

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PAPER STOCK DEALERS HOLD 
MEETING IN PHILADELPHIA 


As Patriotic Measure and as Part of National Program to Con- 
serve Food Association Votes Not to Hold Its Annual 
Banquet This Winter—Proposed Action of the Committee 
at Washington Fixing the Price of Woolen Rags Is Con- 
demned—Association Also Strongly Endorsed a Local 


Act Which Is Designed to Push Rubbish Collections Out 
of Business—Suitable Trades For Women. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December 18, 1917.—The first meeting of 
the Philadelphia Paper Stock Dealers association since Spring 
was held last week at the Continental hotel. In addition to 
disposing of numerous routine matters, the association took 
action on two important resolutions, and also, as a patriotic 
war measure and as part of the national program to conserve 
food, voted to forego the annual banquet this winter. Instead 
of having the usual banquet next month, members of the 
association will hold an informal session at the home of the 
president, Evan Badger, where officers will be re-elected for 
the ensuing year. 


Important Resolutions Are Passed. 


The resolutions taken up were one condemning the pro- 
posed action of the committee on woolen rags, at Washington, 
fixing prices on that material, and another indorsing an act 
of the legislature of Pennsylvania to become effective in this 
city on January 1, which probably will drive three thousand 
independent collectors of rubbish out of business. 

The resolution against the fixing of prices on woolen rags 
holds that such action is in violation of the Lever act, that it 
is therefore illegal, that it will operate against the small paper 
stock dealer, and that it is inadvisable at this time of national 
crisis because it will operate to discourage the collection of 
this class of material. In the discussion preceding the adoption 
of the formal resolution, copies of which were sent to Wash- 
ington, members of the association strongly voiced their dis- 
approval of price fixing in that line. 


Act Is Aimed at Scavengers. 


The local act approved by the association is expected to 
put out of business that class of rubbish collector known as a 
“scavenger” against which citizens have been waging war for 
years. Local contractors who hold the city contract for collect- 
ing rubbish got behind the bill in the legislature at the session 
early this year and put it through. It empowers the board of 
health to license all rag shops, second hand paper shops and 
junk shops “for the protection of the public health” and to 
make any regulations the board may see fit to govern the 
location and conduct of such shops. The license fee is $10 
a year and all paper stock dealers in this city must pay that 
amount. Regulations made by the board of health under the 
authority of the act provide that the shops named must not be 
conducted in connection with a dwelling, lodging or tenement 
house, or a stable, nor in any neighborhood where junk shop 
would prove a nuisance. 

This latter provision gives the board wide latitude, but members 
of the Paper Stock Dealers Association are expecting no trouble. 


Suggested Employment For Women. 


In line with the movement to conserve labor for the good of 
the nation, mill men and paper dealers generally here are in- 
terested in a pamphlet issued by the Corn Exchange National 
bank of this city suggesting lines of employment in which 


women may be utilized to take the place of men, who can 
thus be freed for government work. The list of employments 
suggested for women in paper making are: 

Preparatory processes: Stowing bales of esparto or wood 
pulp; trucking bales of wood pulp up to four hundred weight: 
opening bales of chemical and mechanical pulp and working 
hand crane to load carts and trucks. Manufacturing processes: 
Feeding mechanical pulp into willowing machines, feeding 
esparto into willowing machines and boilers, trucking from 
esparto boilers; feeding mechanical and chemical pulp int¢ 
potchers and beaters; feeding rags and paper chippings int 
pulping machines; feeding edge runners or rollergang ma- 
chines and assisting at calenders. Finishing and warehou 
processes: Assisting at some kinds of reeling machines; filling 
cutting machines, with aid of lifting tackle; assisting to pack 
webs of paper up to 1,650 pounds, and transporting these on 
trucks; tying and bundling into reams and half reams (gener- 
ally up to about 40 pounds, but in one case a weight of 130 
pounds was being dealt with); trucking and general ware- 
house work; sewing up bales for export and loading vans and 
railway trucks. In all these occupations a survey by the bank 
has shown women have been successfully employed by paper 
mills. 

“In view of the wide variations in the machinery and general 
conditions in the different mills,” says the bank “it is not 
suggested that the processes named can always be assigned 
to women, but while the circumstances of each factory must be 
considered it is certain that many manufacturers have failed 
to grasp fully the assistance which women can render. In 
some works very few attempts have so far been made to in- 
troduce women in place of men, whereas in other works, tlie 
substitution has already been carried very far.”

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THE RECLAMATION OF SULPHITE WASTE 


The disposal of the waste sulphite liquor produced in the 
manufacture of wood pulp or cellulose according to the sul- 
phite or Mitscherlich process has long been a_ perplexing 
problem. The general practice of simply discharging it into 
water courses, drains or upon the open land is cpen to serious 
objection. In fact, prohibitory laws against stream pollution 
in some States have made it impossible for paper manufacturers 
to erect pulp mills at sites where many economic advantages 
would otherwise obtain. Furthermore, this waste sulphite 
liquor contains many valuable ingredients as well as a large 
content of organic matter which could be made useful as a fuel. 

Numerous suggestions have been made for utilizing one or 
the other of the waste sulphite liquor ingredients, and also 
for producing new articles from this waste product, but none 
of the proposed methods has proved generally acceptable to 
the industry. 

Recent experiments have demonstrated that this waste sul- 
phite liquor can be evaporated to dryness and the solid sub- 
stance thereby obtained subjected to calcination and burning 
with subsequent trapping of the gases and treatment of the 
ashes whereby the sulphur from both the organic and in- 
organic constituents of the spent as well as the base of the 
original bisulphite liquor are recovered. Incidentally, and of 
tremendous economic importance, it may be pointed out that 
the dry residue produces a fuel containing approximately 6,000 
B. T. U. per pound. A mill with a capacity of 50 tons of pulp 
per day will discharge 500 tons of waste sulphite liquor daily 
containing 10 per cent. of organic matter which may be thus 
reclaimed. The fuel available would have a heat value equiva- 
lent to that of 35 tons of highgrade (14,000 B. T. U.) coal. 

When evaporated to dryness the residue appears in the form 
of a light, powdery substance. Repeated trials have shown 
that calcination or burning by ordinary methods is attended 
with great difficulty. When burned over grates the material 
softens and clogs before combustion can be completed and if 
a strong blast of all is introduced to assist in combustion much 
of the material is carried away through the flues. Further- 
more, the material is difficult to handle with shovels and is 
impossible so far as mechanical stokers are concerned. 

With a view to eliminating entirely the disadvantages of 
burning over grates, tests have recently been made of burning 
the material in suspension. The development of equipment 
for the successful and absolutely dependable mixing, controll- 
ing and burning of powdered coal made this appear feasible. 
Consequently arrangements were made to conduct a series of 
tests at the demonstrating plant of the Powdered Coal Engi- 
neering & Equipment Company, This company 
has developed the Carburization Process of burning powdered 
coal, employing the Pruden Coal Carbureter which is to be 
identified in its relation to furnace operation with the function 
of the gasoline carbureter in the internal combustion engine. 

Early in November a considerable quantity of residue was 
received. Approximate analysis showed the following compo- 
sition: Lignine, 61.70 per cent; Carbohydrates, 39.79 per cent: 
Fats and Resins, 6.36 per cent; Albuminous Matter, 3.3 per 
cent. The material contained about 5 per cent moisture and 
without ilies drying was pulverized in a No. 0000 Raymond 
3rothers impact pulverizer to a fineness of approximately 98 
per cent through a 200-mesh screen. The pulverized material 
was delivered to the hopper of one of the carburization units 
attached to a small heating furnace, the air supply started and 
during several runs, each of several hours’ duration, no me- 
chanical difficulty of any kind was encountered. 

No other material was mixed with the wood pulp residue, 
the fire being started by igniting and inserting a small wad of

kerosene-soaked rags in the furnace in front of the burne: 
The material took fire immediately when the fuel and air 
stream was started. The fuel feed varied between 0.78 and } 
pound per minute. As the furnace heated up the best fire was 
obtained by reducing the air supply while maintaining ful 
fuel feed. Gas samples drawn from the combustion chamber 
and along the flame passages showed a furnace temperature | 

approximately 2,100 degrees. The stack gases were not dens: 
but carried only a trace of visible vapor or suspended matte: 
The ash formed in easily accessible places and showed n 

tendency to fuse or form slag. 

These tests, which were witnessed by Morris W. Hedde: 
Chemical Engineer of the Crown Willamette Paper Company 
Portland, Ore, .and Adolph D. Fest, of Chicago, IIl., inventor 
of a process for the utilization of waste sulphite liquor, showed 
conclusively that with this form of carbureter there is no me 
chanical difficulty present in using this material as a fuel; hig! 
furnace temperatures can be maintained and the heat applied 
for many useful purposes; the gases are easily trapped and 
with the ash, are available for regeneration. 

The ultimate utility of this method of reclamation of wast« 
sulphite liquor is still to be established, but the chief stumbling 
block, the calcination or burning of the residue, appears to 
have been removed in the Carburization Process. 


German Utilization of Wood Flour 

“The Technical Utilization of Wo6éd Flour” is the subject of an 
article by Professor Max Bottler, of Wurzburg, in the Technishche 
Rundschau. The wood flour is prepared chiefly from sawdust 
and other wood waste, which is ground between hard millstones 
not too fine in the grain. Wood flour is used in the production of 
explosives. For this purpose soft and almost white flour, and 
coarser, rather yellowish-white hardwood flour are specially suit- 
able. Wood flour is generally used instead of kieselguhr for the 
absorption of nitroglycerine. According to Braun, a very effective 
blasting powder is made of a 60 per cent. mixture of chlorate and 
nitrate of potassium, powdered charcoal, and wood flour (of hard- 
wood), and 40 per cent. of nitroglycerine absorbed by this mixture. 
The explosive power of this powder is said to be 25 per cent. to 30 
per cent. greater than that of the same weight of dynamite. No. 
III new dynamite, according to Munch, is composed of nitro- 
glycerine (20 per cent.) and a mixture (80 per cent.) of saltpetre 
(75 parts), sulphur (10 parts), and wood flour (12 parts). In the 
preparation of explosives, wood flour is also nitrified directly 
By the Schultze process a mixture of nitric acid and sulphuric acid 
is employed. The white Schultze powder can be used for blasting 
and as gunpowder. It is reported than an Australian scientist has 
succeeded in making bread containing a large percentage of wood 
flour. He claims to have used it in his family for several months 
without any harmful results.

Che Halifax Disaster 

One of the saddest incidents of the Halifax disaster was the 
wiping out of the establishment of the Richmond Printing Com- 
pany, wholesale paper dealer. This business was built up by 
three young Scotchmen—William, David and Samuel Orr. It 
was started in a small way some years ago, and after a period 
of vicissitudes its proprietors were getting on their feet and 
becoming independent. In the explosion the warehouse col- 
lapsed, took fire and was destroyed. David Orr is dead; Will- 
iam Orr is missing and presumably is dead, and Samuel Orr, 
while living, has lost his wife and five children. The cup of 
sorrow could scarcely be filled fuller. 

In connection with the Halifax disaster, manufacturers of 
building papers, felt papers and building boards have shown 
their sympathy in a very tangible manner. Apart from gifts 
by individual manufacturers, the Canadian Pulp & Paper Asso- 
ciation telegraphed an offer of assistance, in any form desired, 
to the Mayor of Halifax and received a reply, stating that the 
city was grateful and would indicate in what direction the 


manufacturers could be of service. A number of paper manu- 


facturers have contributed carloads of supplies. 


Relieving Traffic Congestion 


Chambers of commerce, boards of trade and local associations 
of manufacturers throughout the country can be of material help 
in relieving transportation congestion by furnishing to the high- 
way departments of their respective states data as to the high- 
ways which can be most useful as substitutes for congested rail- 
This can be done by calling meetings of the traffic 
managers of the industries, and having them, through a committee, 


way routes. 


determine the public roads whose maintenance and improvement 
is most important. 

Such a procedure would be in conformity with plans formu- 
lated by the American Association of State Highway Officials at 
a meeting in Richmond, December 4, and now endorsed in effect 
by the Office of Public Roads. The plan provides for the prepara- 
tion of a program for the improvement and maintenance, in the 
order of their importance, of the highways which are of greatest 
economic value in the present crisis. Should shortage of materials 
and labor require priority ruling on all highway work, the program 
would then be presented to the authorities at Washington as a 
basis for national approval and authorization of work on the 
essential routes. Should no priority ruling interfere, the plan 
would, nevertheless, insure to the committee the expenditure of 
funds where it will be of the greatest benefit to the industries and 
people of the state. 

Concerning this subject, Engineering News-Record will say this 
week: 

“Evidently, if the information is to be secured at maximum 
speed, it is necessary to call upon those who are constantly dealing 
with transportation matters and who, therefore, are informed 
regarding the relative congestion and importance of various 
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Manifestly, these are the traffic managers of the various 
industries and the railroads themselves. Before the war it would 
have been futile to ask the railroads to supply such information. 
Now, they eagerly welcome any agency which can help them out 
of their difficulties. 

To secure the help of the traffic managers of the industries, 
the chambers of commerce, boards of trade and manufacturers’ 
associations throughout the country can be of tremendous assist- 
ance. They are organized for work among the manufacturers of 
their respective communities and can at once secure immediate 
attention and action. They have the organization machinery for 
just such work. Moreover, they .are seeking opportunities to 
the The call of the state highway department 
would meet with a ready response. A meeting of traffic experts 
in each sizable community, working through a committee selected 
by themselves, could in a very short time report back to the state 
highway departments the routes whose maintenance or improve- 
ment can in that particular district be of greatest service in re- 
lieving transportation difficulties. We know of no other agency 
which can mobilize for action so quickly. 

“More effective action from these bodies, of course, will be 
secured if the state highway departments themselves present 
clearly, as a basis for the activities of the traffic experts, some 
fundamental ideas regarding highway and motor-truck traffic. 
Fortunately these were well brought out at the Richmond con- 
vention and are pretty distinct in the minds of the heads of each 
state highway department. Obviously, the highway is of best 
service for relatively short hauls—60 to 80 miles. It is most 
economical when the trucks are loaded in both directions. Here 
again the interest of chambers of commerce and manufacturers’ 
associations will be of very great value, because they are in a 
position to establish such committees or bureaus as will insure 
loaded traffic both ways. What that traffic will be will depend, of 
course, on local conditions. In one case finished products will be 
carried out, and raw materials in. In other cases, industrial 
trafic in one direction will be supplemented by foodstuffs in 
another. 

“In any event, the initiative and brains that will be brought 
together by commercial associations in mobilizing the traffic in- 
formation in their respective centers will not only produce the 
information needed to map out a highway war program for the 
district, but will result as well in ideas for conducting highway 
transport with the greatest economy. 

“We, therefore, commend to the consideration of the various 
state highway departments the plan of calling upon the dominant 
commercial bodies in the cities of their respective states for as- 
sistance in gathering the data for the highway war plan. That 
they will receive a prompt and effective response is certain. 

“As regards the very important matter of maintenance, it may 
be noted that the state highway departments may obtain assist- 
ance from the state councils of defense, which have been asked 
to look after the maintenance of routes to the seaboard and to 
keep the Lincoln Highway open.”

Paper Scarcity in Spain 

Anxiety is felt in Spain as to securing sufficient paper pulp 
from abroad, according to Consul General Carl Bailey Hurst, Bar- 
celona, because the domestic paper industries are largely depend- 
ent upon foreign countries for this raw material. Imports of 
paper pulp, most of which is of Scandinavian origin, during the 
past 4 years have been as follows in metric tons of 2,204.6 pounds: 
1913, 60,942 tons; 1914, 39,568; 1915. 50,486; and 1916, 68,234 tons. 

The average annual import of 54,000 metric tons is augmented 
by a local production of some 15,000 tons, so that the consump- 
tion of paper pulp in Spain each year may be roughly estimated 
at about 69,000 tons, which would be increased by nearly 10 per 
cent annually if more pulp could be secured.

Wood used in the manufacture of pulp is received at the mill 
either rough, peeled or rossed. Rossing is done by machinery and 
peeling usually by hand. The cost per cord was in most cases 
less for rough wood than for peeled and highest for rossed wood. 
Certain exceptions to the rank in price for the three classes of 
raw material mentioned appear in the table, and are due to 
peculiar local conditions under which certain of the mills that 
reported are working.t 

Over 50 per cent. of the total quantity of wood used by the in- 
dustry in 1916, or 2,648,992 cords, was delivered at the mill peeled, 
while 34 per cent., or 1,781,988 cords were received in the rough. 
Of the balance, 596,734 cords, or 11 per cent were rossed and four 
cord. The rough wood brought an average price of $7.58 per cord

used it. Rough and peelel wood was used by the mills in prac- 
tically all states. Rossed wood, however, was reported by the 
mills in only nine states, of which New York, Maine, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, named in the order of greatest consumption, used 
521,853 cords, or 87 per cent. The use of rough wood was re- 
ported in the largest quantity by the mills of Wisconsin, while 
those of Maine consumed the greatest amount of peeled wood. 
New York used more rossed wood than any other state, while 
the largest consumption of wood in the form of slabs and other 
waste occurred in the mills of North Carolina. 

The quantity, cost, and average cost per cord of the wood con- 
sumed in 1916, according to the condition in which it was re- 
ceived at the mill, are given by kinds of wood in Table 6. 

Nearly 50 per cent. of the 2,399,993 cords of domestic spruce 
shown was delivered at the mill peeled. The quantity. of peeled

The average value per ton of the former was $21.62 and 
its total value $32,547,704, while for the latter it was $46.89 pe 

ton with a total value of $65,727,716, or more than twice as much 
for each item as is shown for the mechanical pulp. In addition 
to the pulp produced by the mechanical and sulphite processes 
there were also manufactured 290,724 tons by the soda and 73,439 
tons of the sulphate process. The average value per ton o 
the pulp produced by these methods was $42.79 and $72.53, re- 
spectively.

Wisconsin, w th 
a total production of 451,651 tons of unbleached pulp only, ca 
third. Of the total quantity reported from this state, 216,899 t 
were produced by the mechanical process, 200,060 tons by 
sulphite process and 34,692 tons by the sulphate process.

Office of the Paper Trape JouRNAL, 
Wepnespay, December 19, 1917. 

The period through which the market is now passing and up to 
the first of next year will be quiet as it is a time of inventory 
taking and buying of paper in all grades will be only for immediate 
and urgent demands. The local market during the past week ex- 
hibited no marked change in either demand or producing or dis- 
tributing conditions. The snow storms which came upon each 
other’s heels made deliveries slow, but little discomfort from slow- 
ness resulted. Practically all grades of paper except news print 
and glassine had a moderate demand. 

In writings there is little change to report. 
tinues fair with prices for the finer grades firm. 

In news the statement of one of the largest producers in the 
United States that contracts for a fixed tonnage at a fixed price 
will be made upon request over 1918 at 3.15c. received considerable 
attention. It was pointed out that publishers must know what their 
paper is going to cost them for the coming year in order to de- 
termine advertising rates, subscription rates, etc. In order to help 
the publisher out on this the company has quoted a flat rate. This 
is not in contravention of the government and manufacturers’ 
agreement which fixes the price at 3c. until April 1, 1918, and 
thereafter the price shall be determined by the Federal Trade 
Commission, whose findings are subject to review. It is really an 
insurance for the publisher in getting his paper at a fixed, flat rate. 
There seems some likelihood of the Trade Commission fixing a 
price of 3.25c. after April 1. Questioned on this point one large 
manufacturer said, “There is much chance that the Trade Commis- 
sion will fix a price of 3.25c.” If such be the case there will be a 
considerable saving to the publisher who makes a contract now 
for a fixed tonnage at the price quoted.

Rumors in Trade 


It has been rumored in the local trade that paper mills will be 
asked to close down one day per week in order to conserve fuel. 
However, this “suggestion,” according to a reliable source, is still 
“indefinitely talked about” and there are no signs of the “sugges- 
tion” being carried out just at present. 

In book papers there is practically nothing new to report. 
market is described as in a more or less quiescent state. 

Cover papers are enjoying a moderate demand. The old stand- 
bys, such as the popular priced magazines which figure their cir- 
culation in six or seven figures, do not seem to have been ma- 
terially affected by the wave of economy that has been spreading 
over the country. The demand from these periodicals continues as 
strong as ever. In tissues the demand is weak. Fibre papers are 
rather dull and there seem no signs of improvement just now. 

The board mills are facing a serious situation with regard to 
their coal supply. The board market is not exceptionally strong 
and it is hinted that some of the mills may close down. 

There was a rumor in the local trade that makers of paper con- 
tainers were menaced by an old law which provides that no paper 
containers can be used on goods furnished to the government. The 
government is a large purchaser of goods in paper boxes, such as 
cereals, etc., and to prohibit the use of box board containers would 
work coinsiderable hardship upon the manufacturers. It is said 
that a secret meeting was held in New York to discuss this menace. 


Market in Ground Wood Easy 


The ground wood market continued easy. Buying has been done 
largely by news print interests. The range is still $34@36 f. o. b. 
mill in the East. The demand has dropped off in conjunction with 
the demand for finished paper and in comparison with the recent 
high is at a low ebb, with the tide, however, beginning to turn.

Chemical Pulp Follows Suit 

The situation in the chemical fibre market shows little change 
over last week. The demand continues easy with quantities of 
pulp floating around at prices considered cheap. 

There is a quantity of foreign pulp on hand at nearby cities tha 
has been described as “a safety valve” if the demand gets stronger. 
Outside of this there is very little foreign pulp arriving. 

The dqmestic market is rather soft and has been in a period of 
reaction for some time past. Prices have been gradually easing up 
although they are quotably unchanged from last week. 


Rag Market Quiet 

Dealers and brokers in local circles describe the present market 
in rags as quiet. The demand is not very good and the coniplaint 
is heard of no money being made and also that rag pickers are 
quitting their collections and going into more lucrative occupations 
It has been published that in some concerns there has been a loss 
in this labor of as high a figure as 50 per cent. 

New rags have some demand. Thirds and blues are enjoying a 
demand that has been termed excellent, yet prices are steady. 
Roofing stock is also in good demand. 


New Bagging Is Feature 
The feature of an otherwise very quiet market is the demand for 
new bagging. In other grades there is comparatively little change 
and storage is being resorted to in order not to weaken an already 
dull market by dumping stuff on it. 
Prices are quotably unchanged over last week 


Paper Stock Shows Little Life 
Comparatively little life is shown in the market for paper stock 
at the present time. Higher grades are especially off. In some 
quarters the view is taken that the market is not really off but i 
reaching a normal state once more after a period of inflation.

Forming New News Print Bureau 


At the dissolution mecting of the former News-Print Manu- 
facturers’ Association on last Wednesday at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
which was reported in the PAarer TRADE JouRNAL of last week, it 
was decided to form a new association with the old one continued 
as a de facto organization until the by-laws of the new bureau are 
completed. 

The new organization has not yet received a definite name, but 
it is thought probable that the title will be “The News Print 
Service Bureau.” A committee of the manufacturers has been 
appointed to draw up by-laws in conjunction with their legal 
advisors, Henry A. Wise and Claude Thompson. This committee 
consists of W. S. Hofstra, of Price Brothers & Co.; J. A. B. 
Cowles, of the Pejepscot Paper Company; C. R. McMillan, of 
the St. Maurice Paper Company, and J. A. Davis, of the St. 
Croix Paper Company. 

The new bureau will submit the constitution and by-laws de- 
cided upon to the Attorney-General of the United States and also 
of Canada. These will be published in the Paper TRADE JouRNAL 
as soon as they have been passed upon. 

One of the principal aims of the new bureau will be to endeavor 
to have a sufficient supply of news print reach the smaller news- 
paper publishers. This will do away with the dangerous pre- 
dicament in which the small publishers say they found them- 
selves during the past two years. Co-operation with the 
Federal Trade Commission will be the keynote of all of the 
bureau’s activities. 

Robert M. Houk, Jr., the capable acting secretary of the dissolved 
association, will continue in a “de facto” manner until the future 
plans of the bureau have been definitely worked out. Mr. Houk 
has carried on his work efficiently and with great credit as the 
temporary successor of George F. Steele, now with the Canadian 
Export Company.

The paper making chemical market continued steady and quiet. 
There was little change noted either in producing or distributing 
conditions excepting that here and there immediately available spot 
supplies are not very large. However, this fact does not seem to 
have tightened up the market any. 

ALUM.—The paper making grades of alum continued in 
moderate demand with trading tending to be routine in character. 
Lump alum continues at 4@4%c. per pound. Ground ammonia 
eased up a fraction being quoted at 4.10@4.60c. per pound. The 
range for lump potash was 8@834c. per pound. Chrome am- 
monia is easier, now selling at 19c. per pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The government has been a large 
factor in market purchases. The price went as low as 2.10c. per 
pound and in view of the fact that 300 tons daily will be taken out 
of the market considerable buying was reported. 

BRIMSTONE.—The absence of the spot market in Brimstone 
no longer causes any comment. New business of any kind is being 
reluctantly accepted by producers. The key to the entire situation 
lies in the present transportation congestion which has not changed 
for the better nor given any indications toward this end. Special 
licenses are now needed for the moving of this product which are 
granted by the Priority Board. Nominal prices for so-called 
“prompt shipments” are given between $35@45 at the mines. 

CASEIN.—Little change can be reported. The present in- 
ventory period is one of apathy and the demand has not materially 
changed. Prices are fairly firm and range from 16@19c. per pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—A weak tone in this market continued. Re- 
sale lots still figure largely in current transactions. The range of 
last week—7.35@7.65c.—still holds good. Manufacturers, owing 
to a divergence of market opinion, quote a price of 8c. flat. 

CHINA CLAY.—The demand continues to moderate. Domestic 
clay owing to the absence of foreign clays in sizable quantities 
practically monopolizes the present market. The washed refined 
clay holds at $13@16 per ton at the mines. 

ROSIN.—It is believed by leading rosin interests that the recent 
small decline will mark a period of stationary values for the balance 
of this year. This, it is held, will be followed by a sharp reaction 
in prices during the non-producing period of January to May and 
manufacturers as well as jobbers may be safeguarded by anticipat- 
ing their future requirements to avoid prospective high values. 
Grades E, F and G are quoted ex-yard New York at $6.75 per 
280 pounds. 

SODA ASH.—The same tone continued in soda ash as was evi- 
dent during the preceding week. No very large “spot” supply is 
yet available. Dealers quote 2.80c. for the light ash with the dense, 
58 per cent. test, at 4c. per pound. Manufacturers’ prices are some- 
what higher. 

STARCH.—For carload lots, freight prepaid to New York City, 
the following quotations are made per 100 pounds: Globe Pearl 
starch, in bag, $5.56; in bbls., $5.69. Buffalo corn starch, in bag, 
$5.74; in bbls., $5.87. Globe powdered starch, in bag, $5.71; in 
bbls., $5.87. Eagle finishing starch, in bag, $5.96. Crystal T. B. 
starch, No. 90, fluidity (hand packed), in bag, $6.26; in bbls., $6.53. 
Crystal T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity (machine packed), in bag, 
$6.21; in bbls., $6.38. 

These prices include the Federal excise tax of 3 per cent. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Price quotations range from 
2@4c. per pound, according to quality of grade desired. Spot 
supplies are not large yet there is no tightness in the market be- 
cause of this fact as the demand continues fair. 

TALC.—The market in tale has been affected and still is affected 
by the railroad situation. In fact, this situation has been the largest 
single factor, overshadowing all others for several months. The
